PENSIONS fOR 


MILITIAMEN 


Who Assisted in Civil War but Not 


As United States' Soldiers 


.Many bills have been inlroduced ill 
Congress at various times to give 
pensionable 
status:, 
to 
militiamen 


who .took arms for the union without 
being mustered into,.the service ol 
the .United States. That there were 
enough such troops to constitute a 
factor in, the calculation of future 
pension charges will undoubtedly be 
news .to many persons who have not 
read the history of tho war on Ihe 
border 
" . 


-Adjutant General Alnsworth, hav- 
ing been-sreguested. to report on the 
numbers of mlll.Ua, home guards..,etc.' 
which under United States offfcers 
did service to the Union and yet were 
not in "the army," answers that he 
has no rolls or records of such organ- 
izations on file. The papers of these 
auxiliary bodies If they exist are to 
be found In State: archives,: not at 
the .war department. 
The adjutant 


general tenders Instoad an estimate, 
based upon State reports ;and ;other 
official cources of information, to the 
effect that militia and home guards 
called out at, various times during 
the war had an aggregate member- 
ship of 270,160. 
Some states also 


had a third force—irregulars or local 
troops, hastily organized, a kind of 
military posse .references 
to which 


abound, but of which, no official rec- 
ords remain. Add these to the "mili- 
tia and home guards,,and there would 
be considerably more than 270,000 as 
the total of those who were with'the 
army, but not of the army. Tbe ad-

Tho fact really is, that 
it requires but little, additional, labor 
and much less ground upon which to 
grow all Ihe small frulls one family 
may need, than Is geonrally supposed. 


Instead of an acre or even half an 


acre, one Bixleenlh-of.an 
acre 
is 


amply sufficient if properly cared for 
upon which to grow, all the small 
fruits any family need. It has been 
said that "the possibilities of an acre 
are not generally known;" Tho pos- 
sibilities of a few square rods are not 
generally known. .In a few instances 
I have, seen surprising- results from 
a very small area of ground In some 
city and village lots. Several years 
ago, I visited a friend In Massachus- 
etts, whose city lot had a frontage of 
55 feet, the lot extending;back from 
the street 72 feet. _The dwelling in 
front took up rather more than half 
the width of. the lot, but the ell and 
woodhouse less than half. 
.On .the 


portion of the lot not occupied by 
the buildings were two apple trees, 
two cherry trees, two plum trees, and 
a pear tree. Several grape vines were 
trained on the ell and wood house. A 
row of, gooseberry bushes extended. 
nearly the length of the lot. There 
were a few currant bushes, raspberry 
bushes, a small spot for tomatoes, en- 
cumbers a^d a small patch for flow- 
ers..

The year preyJous to my. visit the 


owner paid.out for fertilizers and..la- 
bor six dollars. He sold, the .same' 
year, from that lot above what the 
family consumed,

The owner 
did not 


plant the garden for profit, but for 
Ihe satisfaction he and his family 
might derive from It 
The secret of 


his success was "Intensive" culture. 
The ground was thoroughly prepared 
to tho depth of 15 to 18 inches. 
It 


was well enriched, and received fre- 
quent cultlvalion during the grow- 
ing season. I said one-sixteenth of 
an acre was large enough upon which 
to grow all the small fruits one fam- 
ily would need. Wlth.intensive culture 
not only would there be sufficient 
fruit for. the family, but. the owner 
of .the garden could hire all the work 
done, and pay for it-from the surplus 
sold; and also pay for all the fertili- 
zers applied. .Where .then .is the addi- 
tional labor the farmer dreaded? 


I have known instances where fam- 


ilies have grown sufficient fruit.for 
home use from a much smaller area. 
Take a piece of ground four rods long 
and two rods wide containing eight 
square rods, one twentieth of an acre. 
Through the centre of this have three 
rows, seven feet apart, for raspber- 
ries, blackberries and a few hills of 
currants and goosberrles. On each 
side of these three rows will remain 
a space nine feet wide for strawber- 
ries; .one year on one side, the next 
en the other side, and so on indeffi- 
nilely. .If the witch grass has been 
exterminated and the piece is freed 
of weeds by previous cultivation, it 
need require but little labor to care 
for only eight square rods; and from 
no labor done on the farm, can the 
family derive so much satisfaction. 
The soil for a fruit garden should be 
worked deep—twelve inches is none 
too deep—should be enriched with 
well decomposed manure—never unde- 
composed—should always .receive fre- 
quent cultivation during the growing 
season. No family that has once had 
such a fruit garden would ever be con- 
tent to be without one.—S. G. S. in 
Portland Press.

The farmer may take an in- 
leresl in his growing crops, in' his 
orchard, or in his through-bred stock, 
n which other members of the family 
nay take little or no interest, hut in 
the fruit garden, where there is one, 
every member of the family takes an 
nterest. 
No part of the farm has 


such attraction for the children. To 
have a supply.of fruit fresh from the

ries ripen about the, middle of June 
until tho last blackberries are gone in 
autumn, is an object certainly worth 
while. Why is 11 that such luxuries 
easily within reach of every farmer's 
family are not more benerally grown? 
Small fruits are nol only easily grown 
but succeed better In this latitude 
than in hot. climate further'south;. 


Tho reason they are not more gen- 


erally grown may be that labor is 
scarce,' wages high, the growing -sea- 
son in. this latitude very short, ;and, 
doubtless j that more farmers x think 
they now have more work than they 
can properly attend to.

ARMYOFFICERS 


WORRIED ABOUT BILL 


Washington, April 22—Army offi- 


cers are again much exercised over 
the pending legislation which seemes 
to correct Inequalities or army yro- 
mollon. 
Various plans to this end 


have, been suggested periodically to. 
Congress, on, the ground .that some 
officers have been adversely, affected 
by former regimental promotion. For 
some years promotions havt been ac- 
cording to seniority, or what Is known 
as the lineal list, on which the offi- 
cers are arranged according to re 
spectlve grades of infantry, cavalry 
and artillery. 
; Formerly promotions 


from one, grade to .another were con-; 
fined to regiments,, and in some regi- 
ments,; fwhere the vacancies occurred1 


frequently, the advancement was cor- 
respondingly better than in. regiments- 
where, for one or another reason, 
the promotions were retarded. . .. 


It .was decided that a more qultable 


system of promotion would be to ar- 
range officers on a lineal list. They 
then would. not be subjected to the 


The objection has been that.any- at- 
tempt to readjust former Inequality' 
of promolion could only De accomp- 
lished by jumping juniors over seniors 
and thus at this late day block pro- 
motion of individuals. 
.Those who 


would be benefited would be fewer 
In number than those adversely affec 
ted.

was visible to the naked eye In and! and Is now faintly visible 
to

naked eye. The comet rose today at 
3.1B a. m. 
about Boston for almost an hour early 
Thursday, and watched 
with" great 


Interest at the Harvard observatory, 
where photographs were made. . It 
Is the first appearance of the comet 
in this region clearly distinguishable 
to t'ne unaided naked eye. 


The comet appeared in plain view 


3.48 a. m., and disappeared from 


sight at -4.12 a. m. The observation^ 
taken by Leon Campbell of tho ob- 
servatory staff show that the comet 
was 15 dog. east of Venus, and has a 
'ail 1 1-2 deg long. The comet is in 
lie fourth magnitude. 


Tho following statement 
of 
the 


comet's apearance has been issued 
from the college observatory: 


"A good photometric measurement 


of the brightness of the nucleuu of 
Halley's comet was obtained

norniug by Prof.. Wendell at the 
Harvard •' College observatory..

nucleus was 6.4. The total brightness

Like the locomotive engineer, who, 


after three collisions 
became con- 


vinced .that 'two engines could' not 
pass each other on the same track, 
we should by this tim« become satis- 
fied that we cannot check this alarm- 
ing and almost criminal waste until 
we begin this reform at the founda- 
tion. A great advance has been made 
during the last forty years in the effi- 
ciency of fire departments. They have 
increased enormously in size, equip- 
ment 
an 
expense. 
They 
have 


emerged from the amateur stage to 
the professional. 
Invention in 
no 


other field has been more active than 
In this, to supply more powerful ma- 
chinery for the extinguishment of: 
fires.• As the growth of 
cities, in- 


creases these departments increjse 
with them; yet for the last ten years 
what we call the normal fire loss has 
been much greater than formerly. 


Yet the remedy for this is compara- 


tively simple. It does not 
lie In 


heavier protective armaments, though 
under present conditions these are 
essential. -It is to be found in legal 
requirement that the hazards left by 
loose and cheap construction shall be 
eliminated or minimized. 
Rows of 


cheap wooden houses with shingle 
roof8 provide the Initial condition for 
a conflagration. But they parade un- 
der their own colors. It is not claimed 
for them that they are "fire-proof." 
Such a,,claim Is made, however, for 
buildings -where many people are em- 
ployed or housed and when a fire oc- 
curs the falsity of such a claim is 
plainly disclosed. Our architects and 
engineers are as good as there are In 
the world but they work under the 
laws as they find them.

It is sug- 


gested that we do the same for those 
who label their buildings fire-proof 
when they are not. Some day,' it is to 
be hoped, common sense and common 
prudence will, assert themselves in 
this matter. Until then we shall con- 
tinue to have fires, big ones and lots 
of them, and discussion 01' how to pre- 
vent them is mere whistling down the 
wind.

Redding,.Conn., April 22.— Samuel 


Langhorne Clemens, "Mark Twain," 
died painlessly at his home here' at 
6:30 o'clock last night of angina pec- 
torls. lie-lapsed -Into coma at 3 
o'clock in the afternoon and never re- 
covered consciousness. It was the end 
of. a man worn out by grief, and agony 
of body. 


Wednesday was a bad day for the 


little, knot of anxious watchers at the 
bedside, For hours the gray, aquiline 
features lay moulded in the inertia of 
death, while the pulse sank lower and 
lower, but late at night Twain passed 
from stupor into the first natural sleep 
he had known since he returned from 
Bermuda and yesterday nfornlng he 
awoke refreshed, even faintly cheer- 
ful, and in full possession of alibis 
faculties.
